Mrs. Carey benefitted bx their death 
to the extent cf 81,000 
through the 
collection of insurance. 
T he w o m an ’s 
arr. st followed an invest.i g ^ o n m ade 
into tile deaths of lier two children, 
which occurred last week. 
It was sa bl 
at th e tim e their d e a th w as caused by 
eatin g poisoned candy. 
An exam ina­ 
tion of candy such as tho children ais' 
aid to have purchased sh o w e c T ircon­ 
tained 
no poisonous sub stance 
and 
w hen C oroner's Physician W adsw orth 
mad ■ an analysis of the stom achs of 
the children he found the little girls 
died from arsenical poisoning.

H e collected the insurance on 
her policy afte r h e r death and Mrs. 
Carey took up th e lease of the house. 
T hereupon P a tric k Cook m ade ids in­ 
surance in favor of Mrs. 
Carey and 
died a short tim e th e re a fter. 
W hen Miss Cook died a physician 
who had a ttend ed her was visited by 
Mrs. Carey, th e police say, and asked 
to sign a d eath certificate for insur­ 
ance a tte stin g th a t she died of heart 
disease. 
As 
lie had 
previously a t­ 
tended her for h e a rt trouble and know 
that she was liable to die at any mo­ 
ment he signed th e certificate, though 
he had not been in atten d an ce on the 
woman ju st prior to h er death.

q uarter postmasters are 
requested 
to 
place a bill bearing the date of the last 
day of the quarter in en h rooted 
box. 
lf a boxholder fails to renew 
his right 
to his box on or before the lust day of a 


quarter tho box shall then be el >sed and 
offered 
for sale and the mail 
w ill be 


placed in the general delivery. 
T he old rule 
was that a boxholder 


who fails to pay his rental w ithin 
ten 
days after the beginning of the quarter 


forfeits his right to a box. T he new rule 
is to the effect that the renter who does 
not pay on or before the la^t day of the 
preceding quarter loses the box and the 
rule is made compulsory in its enforce­
